HIGHLIGHTS OF DECEMBER 
BOARD MEETING

A deadline date should 
be set. The names of the candidates should be 
printed in alphabetical order, the 14 names

‘Annual Dinner. It was suggested that the 
By-Laws be amended to provide for this 
system of election. 


Heber Brown moved that starting with 
Article II of the By-Laws that wherever 
the terminology “Executive Committee” ap- 
pears it be changed to read “Board of Di- 
rectors” and that Article IV of the By-Laws 
be amended to read: 


ARTICLE IV

d. The election committee shall cause a copy of 
the list of nominees so compiled, to be sent to each 
member in the form of a ballot, with instructions to 
vote for the number to be elected to the Board of 
Directors. 

e. Said votes shall be returned to, or collected by 
the election committee which committee shall there- 
upon count the votes and report to the Annual 
Meeting, the names of the persons who have been 
thus selected and those persons shall compose the 
Board of Directors for the ensuing year. 

Tmmodiately following the election of the Board of 
Directors, the Board of Directors shall meet and elect 
from their own number, the officers of the Associa- 
tion who shall hold office until the ensuing year and 
until the election and qualification of their suc- 
cessors. Seconded. So ordered.
